And persons who sel] 
coal will naturally take advantage of 
the opportunity to obtgin high prices 
for it. This will make it difficult for 
the person of moderate means to ob- 
tain coal, even if there is coal to be 
had in his neighborhood.

“The operators, upon the insistence 
of the president, indicated their will- 
ingness to negotiate and arbitrate, pro- 
viding the strike is deferred, while the 
miners rejected the president’s request 
for arbitration as a means of settle- 
ment and refused to defer the strike. 

“Some of the wage contracts were 
made with the sanction of the federal 
government, operating through the fuel 
administration, to run during the con- 
tinuation of the war, or until April 1, 
1920.. Many others, however, run un- 
til a time still.in the future. without 
regard for the continuation ef the war. 


War Is Still On. 


“While it is perfectly plain that the 
war is still on and any contract run- 
ning until its conclusion is still in 
force, whatever weight may be given, 
to the argument that the successful 
operation of the war no longer re- 
quires such contracts, it has no appli- 
cation whatever to the large number 
of such contracts which expire at a 
fixed date without regard for the war 
period. — 

“The armistice did not end the war 
and the courts in many cases have 
held that the war emérgency statutes 
are still in force; the same rule must 
applyto war emergency contracts. The 
congress has held to this position so 
late as Oct. 22, when an act of con- 
gress was approved making even more 
effective the food and fuel control act. 

“The suspension of the restrictions 
as to the price of coal is not neces-! 
sarily permanent and conditions war- 
rant a renewal of these restrictions at 
this time, and get the government, if 
it reinstates the order fixing a maxi- 
mum price, would be absolutely help- 
less to protect the people against ex- 
orbitant prices of the product if the 
contracts made under its sanction 
should now be deliberately broken. 

“This does not mean that a change 
could not be negotiated, and either 
agreed upon or arbitrated, if proper

More Deadly Than Invader. 
“It would be a more deadly attack 
upon the life of the nation than an 
invading army. 
“By enacting the food and fuel con- 
trol act congress has recognized the 
vital importance in the present cir- 
cumstances of maintaining production 
and distribution of the necessaries of 
life and has made it unlawful for any 
concerted action, agreement, or the 
arrangement to be made bg two or 
more persons to limit the facilities of 
transportation and production, or to re- 
strict the supply and distribution of 
fuel, or to aid or abet the doing of any 
act having this purpose or effect. 
“ Making a strike effective under the 
circumstances which I have described 


arrangement. 
The Duty to Prosecute. 


“It is the solemn duty of the depart- 
ment of justice to enforce this statute. 
We have enforced it in many cases. 
We must continue to do so irrespective 
of the persons involved in its violation. 
I hope it will not be necessary to en- 
force it in this case. Indeed, I am 
hearing from many sources that large 
numbers of the miners themselves do 
not wish to quit work and will not do 
so if assured of the protection of the 
government, of which they properly 
feel themselves a part. 

“It is probably unnecessary for me 
to say that such protection will every- 
where be given, so that men may 
exercise their undoubted right of con- 
tinuing to work under such terffis and 
conditions as they shall see fit. The 
facts present a situation which chal- 
lenges the supremacy of the law and 
every resource of the government Will 
be brought to bear to prevnt the na- 
tional disaster which would inevitably 
result from the cessation of mining 
operations.” 


Officials Act Quickly. 
Officials of the government moved 
quickly today when it became appar- 
ent that the miners’ officials at Indian- 
apolis proposed to defy the president 
and members of the cabinet in their 
warning issued last Saturday that the 
strike would be a crime.

He might have known something by liaison intel- 
ligence of the division on either side, but the scope 
of his knowledge would have been that of a divi- 
sion commander who is posted where he is to com- 
mand a division. 

In that case the man commanding the whole 
army would not have had properly transmitted the 
information he needed to direct it. Suppose the 
liaison officer connecting the ist and 2d divisions 
had been captured on outpost duty with his maps. 


 uPpose one division found that it was losing its 


valloons, although they were on the line where 
they had been ordered. Suppose a German had 
been taken with information, which might be a 
wire or the truth, aaieeahen! a local attack to be 
made in a particular place. Suppose supply move- 
ment by freight was passing through a depot under 
heavy fire and being demoralized and the question 


was whether to deflect it by motor trucks. Sup- 
pose the divisional relief was twenty-four hours 
late. 

Suppose any or all of the administrative ques- 
tions which are involved in the execution of a 
military movement found the administrator, the 
general in command, in a dugout at the front. 
Means of communication would be the most haz- 
ardous and devious which could be contrived to 


for the immediate gain. Thus highly paid overtime 
becomes dangerous. Youth sets the pace in long 
hours and in wages. Advancing age prohibits long 
hours. There is need for a standard to conserve 
youthful energy; distribute it over the vears.

True it is that our country’s wel- 
fare tomorrow will be in the hands 
of our children of today. That’s 
another reason, aside from those of 
humanity and justice, why it is 
up to Cook county to give its 
children a’ square deal, especially 


2 - its juvenile wards, who must contend 


with the handicap of life’s misfor- 
tunes. Every father, every mother, 
every person who has at _ heart 
the welfare of youth should acute- 
ly realize the urgent necessity for 
a new juvenile detention home. If 
they do realize this urgent need I 
firmly believe all will vote next Tues- 
day for the proposed $1,000,000 bond 
issue that will assure such a new 
home of the most modern type. 

If the people of Chicago and Cook 
county understand what the projected 
new juvenile detention home means, I 
feel they will give but one answer to 
this bond referendum—a big hearted 
“Yes.” The juvenile detention home 
exists today for the protection of de- 
pendent children who are victims of 
poverty, and for the care and better- 
ment of delinquent children who, either 
thoughtlessly or through exposure to 
temptation, come intp conflict with 
lawful authority. 


Went to Police Stations. 

Previous to 1904 the homeless, neg- 
lected, or lawabiding boy or girl grav- 
itated to the nearest police station. 
There the boy had the drunkard, the 
thief, and often even the murderer for 
his cellmate; the girl had the drunken 
hoyden, the shoplifter, the woman of 
the street for her associate. 

Because of these vile and disgraceful 
conditions that then beset the juvenile 
delinquent or dependent. the juvenile 
detention home was founded. In 1907 
the board of county commissioners 
erected the present home at’ 771 Gilpin 
place, with accommodations for eighty 
children. But neither architect nor 
those in authority foresaw the enor- 
mous growth of Chicago’s population, 
with the increasing demand which 
each year has laid upon this Iinstitu- 
tion. 

Today this old home is shamefully 
overcrowded. Several thousand children

Citizens Are Responsible. 


Responsibility for existing unfortu- 
nate conditions rests squarely upon the 


| citizens of Chicago and Cook county. 


A new home, as now is possible, will 
permit proper segregation. It will af- 
ford the juvenile wards of the city and 
county that maximum of care and 
comfort which must make for their 
hetterment. It will provide isolation 
hospital facilities. so that victims of 
childhood’s disease3 may have the most 
efficient treatment. Danger of infec- 
tion or epidemic will be eliminated. 
There will be a laundry, a bakery, and 
aed advantages that now are lack- 
ng. 

The Juvenile court, too, would be 
quartered in the new home, thus ob- 
viating the present carting of juvenile 
offenders through the streets.
